HAWTHORNB.-—Mayor = William
Reese of Hawthorne, charged with
assault with a deadly weapon hy
R. W. Bredkenbridge, political op-
ponent and, neighbor, were dis-
missed by Justice of the Peace J.
8. Crandall of Gardena, sitting for
Judge R. F. Davis of Hawthorne,
in the arrajgnment yesterday.

It was ruled ‘that there was not
sufficlent evidence to hold Mayor
Reese for ‘trial. . The: judge de-
clared that the fracas betweert the
mayor, and Breckenridge was the
result of political  differences and
resentment on the part of the may-
or for slurring remarks which
Breckenridge 18 sald to have made
against the defendant's wife, and
that both sides were to blame.

The row, which Mayor Reese de-
clared had nothing to do with
politics.so far as he was concerneq,
took place in the vacant lot be-
tween the two residences at 713
and 760 East Carolina street, Haw-
thorne, March 17, a Sunday after-
noon.
